Why Not Tell All? 


The following letter arrived in the 
morning’s mail one day last week from 
Howard W. Endicott, manager of Mr. and 
Mrs. Daniel F. Rice’s Danada Farm, Lex- 
ington: 


So long as the states, track operators, 
etc., advocating the use of Butazolidin, 
feel that the general public is satisfied 
with publication of horses receiving this 
drug, we would like to suggest that the 
pros please publish the names of horses 
receiving hormones or any other injec- 
tion (48-hour rule or not). 

Many breeders handling mares are 
known to complain bitterly about the 
teasing habits of young mares suspicious 
of having received hormones, etc., during 
their training and racing careers. We 
arent saying this is altogether factual, 
but it does leave the door wide open for 
a great imagination. 


The first chance we got, we scurried 
out to see young Mr. Endicott; as a mat- 
ter of fact, we intruded on his lunch hour, 
but he kindly hurried to his office, and 
we asked him if he would like to elaborate 
on the letter. 

“Well, I don’t know,” he said. “I don’t 
want to sound like a damn smart alec, but 
if they're going to tell which horses got 
this one drug, why not make public what 
other drugs were given? Anything that 
might affect racing condition.” 

For the bettors’ sake? 

“Maybe. But mostly for the breeder. 
If I knew beforehand, I wouldn’t buy a 
mare that had to be given anything to 
attempt to stretch her racing ability. I 
think a man is entitled to know. If a 
veterinarian is required to report a course 
of medication, then I think this should be 
public information. 

“Now, don’t misunderstand me; it’s not 
that we’ve had any particular trouble with 
our own mares. Not any more than any- 
one else, and less than most, I imagine. 

“T’ve tried to look at this thing from 
a sporting viewpoint, at long range, even 
though the racing game has drifted to 
professionalism—mainly because of tax- 
ation and opportune interests of certain 
types of individuals who are parasites on 
racing. Nevertheless. for what is left of 
the sporting angle, I believe they shouldn’t 
allow a needle on the race track unless 
carried in by a vet for emergency use. 
So you can see what I mean by reporting 
the use of just one drug, Butazolidin, when 
the problem is much larger than that.” 

Having dispatched this subject. we 
asked Endicott if Danada had been having 


a good year on the track, and he said it 
pained him to say no. It was just one of 
those years, and he and Rice had seen it 
coming. The best 2-year-old they had was 
Apatontheback, but soon after her stakes 
race in Chicago she returned to New York 
with a temperature of 106. When she starts 
again is in the hands of her trainer and 
Mr. Rice. And another good filly with a 
lot of promise, the 3-year-old Miss Got 
Rocks, after easily winning her only 2 
starts at 2, was injured and will probably 
not see action until next summer. 

“But we’ve had 3 very good years in 
succession. and even in a bad year the 
opposition knows we’re in there,” he said. 

“We're selling 16 better-than-average- 
bred mares at Keeneland you know,” Endi- 
cott said. “This isn’t trash that we’re dis- 
posing of. We just had to cut back some 
of this operation; it was getting too damn 
big. Approaching 62 mares, I think. 

“But getting back to my letter—remem- 
ber that this is Endicott’s opinion. I’m not 
speaking for the farm or for Mr. Rice, 
even though our thoughts coincide 98 per 
cent of the time. It’s my own viewpoint.” 


Afterthought 


No sooner had we put last week’s issue 
to rest than we began getting post cards 
wanting to know where in the devil one 
could buy Alex Bower’s book How to Buy 
a Race Horse, which had been reviewed 
at some length in this column.

More Distance Racin 
Would Be Step Forward 


Dear Joe: 


On several occasions you have written 
articles urging the encouragement of more 
races being run over a distance of ground. 
Like you, I believe it will be a great step 
forward if real progress is made in this 
regard in North America. 


I am setting down in this letter the prin- 
cipal benefits, which in my opinion would 
be derived if this could be accomplished. 
The views I am expressing as an owner 
and breeder of 25 years standing are 
based only on my personal observations 
and thinking. I realize that there will be 
many, particularly in the ranks of trainers, 
who may not agree with me in certain 
respects, 


In the first place I would like to make 
it clear that in my opinion a real distance 
race is a race of a mile and a half or 
over, and that races between a mile and 
a mile and three-eighths should be termed 
middle-distance races. 

The principal reasons why I believe 
that distance racing is desirable are as 
follow: the public likes them because the 
race is a better spectacle, it lasts longer, 
and the result is less frequently influenced 
by bad luck, as is so often the case with 
a sprint; most owners prefer them because 
the financial rewards are usually greater 
and injuries to horses are fewer in such 
races. 

If such conclusions are correct, those 
in authority should do everything possible 
to progressively improve the situation. Ob- 
viously, racing associations and racing 
secretaries must be sympathetic and bring 
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about a gradual revision of condition 
books in order to eventually accomplish 
the desired end result. 


Owners and trainers should support 
such programs which will require that a 
large segment of the racing fraternity 
throw to the discard some old _ beliefs, 
which I believe to be erroneous, and dras- 
tically alter certain of their methods. 


There is a basic, all too prevalent as- 
sumption, which I believe is largely at 
the root of the trouble, that certain horses 
are considered to be inherently born with 
either sprinting or distance qualities. Too 
often attention is paid to an animal’s 
pedigree, and the assumption is that be- 
cause the sire and/or the dam _ were 
sprinters that the progeny cannot be 
trained to go a distance. Anyone who has 
bred and raced horses and observed their 
tendencies closely is quite frequently im- 
pressed with the fact that not too much 
reliance should be placed on heredity in 
trying to develop stayers. 


I attribute the reason that many horses 
show an inclination only to sprint is large- 
ly due to the type of early training which 
we indulge in, and to the use of the start- 
ing gate. If a horse races in his 2-year-old 
year up until about the month of Sep- 
tember, the only races for him are at 
distances of 2 to 7 furlongs, and such 
races are run at a terrific clip right from 
the start. The horse is taught to rush 
out of the gate, accompanied not only by 
the clanging of the bell but a chorus of 
shouts by the jockeys and wild whipping 
by them. If one stands by the gate in a 
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sprint race and compares the noise and 
excitement with what happens there in a 
distance race, one cannot but be impressed 
with the difference in the atmosphere. 


What I am trying to say is that most 
of our horses are taught as 2-year-olds to 
give almost everything they have in the 
early part of a race. In countries where 
distance racing is more prevalent, even 
in short races there is not the same tempo 
in the early part of the race. 


Now, I do not for one minute believe 
that our starting gate could be eliminated, 
because I do not think the racing public 
would stand for it. What I do think should 
happen is that owners and trainers should 
refrain from running their best 2-year-olds 
in sprints and should retain them for 
middle-distance racing in the hope that 
they will eventually develop into stayers. 


In this connection I suggest that races 
be carded for 2-year-olds as early as June 
or July at a distance of a mile and that 
the distance be increased to as much as a 
mile and a quarter by the end of the 
year. This is a procedure which is fol- 
lowed quite extensively in Europe, and I 
am convinced it would greatly help in the 
development of stayers. 

Next year in Ontario, the Jockey Club 
plans to experiment with a few such races, 
and I am hoping to persuade a number 
of other owners to go along with me and 
reserve certain of their 2-year-olds for 
such races and never start them in sprints. 
I am sure you will agree with me that the 
result of this experiment will be interest- 
ing.

Berlo and Kelso Move into High Gear 


For Conclusive Late-Season Engagements 


New York. A pair of 3-year-olds put in 
strong bids for divisional titles at Belmont 
Park last week. Bohemia Stable’s Kelso, 
in winning the Lawrence Realization. 
showed that the extreme speed which had 
carried him to a mile in 1:3415 could be 
stretched to the testing route of a mile 
and 5 furlongs. Three days later Foxcatch- 
er Farm’s Berlo swamped the best field 
of fillies and mares put on a track in 
many a year in such commanding fashion 
that it was not necessary to look at the 
teletimer to recognize a superior perform- 
ance. The other 3-year-old colts and fillies 
had better watch out; these 2 du Pont- 
owned 3-year-olds could walk off with 
all the honors while the others are reveling 
in their own past performances. 


The Realization erased what little doubt 
remained about Kelso’s quality. The geld- 
ed son of Your Host had done almost 
everything asked of him up to the Real- 
ization, but the question of distance re- 
mained. After a mile and 5 furlongs in 
2:4045,. which equaled Man o° War’s 40- 
year-old track record, the final doubt was 
removed and a real runner stood out in 
clear focus for all to see. 

Kelso, limited to 3 races at 2 because 
of stifle trouble, was allowed to come 
around slowly this year and was not 
really noticed until he ran a mile in 
1:3415 at Aqueduct, the fastest clocking 
ever recorded for one his age in New 
York. Kelso won that day by 12 lengths, 
and his gliding stride made the effort 
look simple—so simple, in fact, that it 
was decided to ship him immediately to 
Chicago for the Arlington Classic, a week 
after his fast mile. The step-up in his 
program resulted in a poor race, and 
Kelso was unplaced. 

Trainer Carl Hanford, who assumed the 
conditioning of the gelding from Dr. John 
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By Pat O'Brien 


Lee in February. now took back a_ bit 
and pointed the dusky coated Kelso for 
the Choice Stakes at Monmouth, and with 
plenty of time to round into form, Kelso 
won in a gallop. The Jerome at Aqueduct 
came next, and Kelso proved another 
point. Taken off the pace and allowed to 


pu Jr. 


run the last 3 furlongs, Kelso gamely out- 
fought Careless John by a head while 
giving away 5 pounds and winning in 
1:34%. His determination through the 
stretch, where he really had to work to 
make up 3 lengths, was reminiscent of 
Tom Fool's tigerish attitude in going after 
a pace-setter. 

C. V. Whitney’s Tompion had been in 
the Jerome under top weight of 126 
pounds, coming off fine races in the Bern- 


ard Baruch and Travers Stakes at Sara- 
toga. He was favored over Kelso, but prob- 
ably for the last time. The Whitney 
colt was not in the 114-mile Discovery 
Handicap, and Kelso was weighted at 124 
pounds, 4 under Chase McCoy’s T. V. 
Lark, which was then on a winning streak 
of 4 races in the Chicago area. The Calli- 
fornia colt was not pointed for the race, 
instead heading for the United Nations 
Handicap, which he won, so Kelso went 
off a solid choice in the Discovery. 


Still another side to Kelso was revealed 
in this race. Left at the post by a good 2 
lengths—he had his head sideways—Kelso 
still managed to clip a fifth of a second 
from the track mark. He was very lucky 
to get through on the rail all the way, but 
as Eddie Arcaro said, “If he didn’t have 
the speed to get through every time I 
asked him we would have been last.” 
From the head of the stretch it was no 
contest. 

Arcaro had it in mind to advise Hanford 
to go after the big boys in the Woodward 
Stakes 10 days later, until he found that 
the home-bred of Mrs. Richard du Pont 
was not an eligible for the big event. ““He’s 
good enough to rate a chance at them 
now, and if it can’t be the Woodward it'll 
come later in the year,” said Arcaro. 
The jockey’s high opinion of the colt 
and his feeling that distance would be no 
hindrance was borne out a day before 
the Woodward when Kelso worked a mile 
and a quarter in 2:0244 for the Lawrence 
Realization. 

The long Belmont event, run under 
allowance conditions, had Kelso at 120 
pounds and Tompion at 123, but the pub- 
lic made Kelso a 1-to-2 favorite, with 
Tompion at 7-2, and that was an under- 
estimation. Kelso stayed off the pace and 
simply cantered around his field when 
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William du Pont Jr.s Berlo, already winner of the Coaching Native, which led Make Sail by a length. Silver Spoon was 3

ready to score. His mile-and-a-quarter 
time was 2:021, his mile-and-a-half time 
2:2734, (Celtic Ash won the Belmont in 
2:2935 over the track in Junc), and his 
final time, eased up to a jog. equaled 
Man o’ War’s mark. 

Arcaro, of course, was high in his praise 
of the gelding, which has a_ good-sized 
frame but carries little excess flesh. And 
maybe a little later in the season he will 
be forced to make a choice between Kelso 
and Sword Dancer. Kelso could run in 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup, for which he 
was made a supplementary nominee, and 
then head for the 2-mile Jockey Club 
Gold Cup on October 29. Sword Dancer 
might wind up in that weight-for-age event, 
too, if all should go well in the Man o’ 
War, on the turf on October 22, though 
the 2-mile race would be close on the 
heels of the 114-mile Man o’ War and 
fairly soon before the Washington, D. C.., 
International. If they are to meet, it would 
be in the Hawthorne Gold Cup. 

Berlo’s victory was not one of time 
against the excellent Beldame field. The 
strapping 3-year-old daughter of *Heli- 
opolis merely showed that it takes her 
less time to run 1,%; miles than it does 
for the best mares in the land to run 144 
miles. In one sweeping, smothering move, 
while looping her field on the turn, Berlo 
came from last place to first and cake- 
walked through the stretch. 

At weight for age she beat Royal Native, 
Tempted, and Silver Spoon among the 
older group. Of her own age she humbled 
Make Sail, the Alabama Stakes winner. 
and Rash Statement, which had beaten 
her in the Delaware Oaks. Eric Guerin, 
who had said after the Coching Club 
American Oaks that the filly “can do 
anything.” now put her right up with 
Bed o° Roses and Next Move as the best 
fillies he ever had ridden. 

The Beldame was an odd race from 
a time standpoint. In running the first 
half-mile on the straightaway, down the

beckstretch, there were 2 equal quarters 
ef :2315. Then things slowed down. While 
Berlo was looping the field, coming from 
8 lengths off the pace, the next 2 quarters 
each were run in :25, giving 2 unbal- 
anced half-miles of :462%5 and :50. But 
pace meant nothing to Berlo. Guerin kept 
her way up, on the crown of the track 
throughout her move, then swooped down 
on the rail at the head of the stretch to 
hold off Royal Native. Make Sail and 


Silver Spoon in the stretch run. 


Berlo is big—but so are her ankles, and 
in all probability they are what kept her 
from sweeping through her division. Her 
left ankle is the larger, but the right one 
is also oversized and bears a scar from 
where she stuck it through a fence as a 
yearling. They may have bothered her 
in losing the Delaware and Monmouth 
Ozks, but in the Gazelle and Beldame they 
bothered her not a bit.

Domination 


Cuicaco. Mrs. Mary Keim continued to 
ride high, wide and handsome at Haw- 
thorne last week with 2 of her Florida- 
breds—Indian Maid and Heroshogala. In- 
dian Maid annexed the $15,000-added Yo 
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Tambien Handicap and 3 days later 
Heroshogala cracked a track record while 
winning the $35,000-added Charles W. 
Bidwill Memorial Handicap. A week 
earlier, Heroshogala had established a 
track mark for 1; miles while taking the 
$25,000-added Illinois Owners Handicap. 
Thus in 8 days, the Keim horses won all 
3 stakes offered by Hawthorne. 

Calumet Farm’s unpredictable On-and- 
On, the starting highweight at 123 pounds, 
arrived from the East for the Bidwill, and 
was made a 13-to-10 favorite in the field 
of 14. Heroshogala, one of 4 3-year-olds, 
carried 116 pounds and was second choice 
at 3.30 to 1. Second highweight at 120 
pounds was L-K Stable’s Hymient, held at 
4.70 to 1. 

Jim Norris’ English-bred 3-year-old colt, 
*Tudorich, set a fast pace for 6 furlongs, 
going the quarters in :2235, :4535, and 
1:0924. On-and-On was second at this 
point, 214 lengths behind, and then came 
Sunnyside Stable’s Resolved (118), 
George Stribling’s lightly fancied invader 
from Ohio, Moon Cloud (109), Mr. 
and Mrs. T. M. Daniel’s Atomic Jet (109), 
and Heroshogala. 

Heroshogala, which had saved ground 
throughout, began his challenge near the 
far turn. Moon Cloud and On-and-On also 
rallied, and Moon Cloud, slipping through 
on the rail, grabbed a length lead in the 
early stretch. Heroshogala, moving on the 
outside, lugged in during most of the 
stretch run, and may have bothered On- 
and-On in mid-stretch. Heroshogala, Her- 
berto Hinojosa up, and Moon Cloud, rid- 
den by Frank Northcutt, put on a pretty 
duel through the final furlong, with Her- 
eshogala scoring by a nose. On-and-On 
was 3 lengths back in third place, closely 
followed by T. A. Grissom’s 3-year-old 
Lurullah (112) and another English-bred 
owned by Norris, the 4-year-old colt 
*Rocky Royale (111). It was *Rocky 
Royale’s first start in the U. S., and it 
was a good race. Fourteenth and _ last 
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early, he closed strongly in a promising 
effort, finishing 5 lengths back of the 
winners. 

Moon Cloud was “locked for the mile 
in 1:34%5. and Heroshogala’s final time 
of 1:4715 clipped two-fifths of a second 
from the record set by the 4-year-old 
Terra Firma under 120 pounds in the 
1959 Bidwill. 

Indian Maid had an easier time win- 
ning the Yo Tambien, scoring by 2 lengths 
under 124 pounds, while conceding her 
10 rivals from 9 to 14 pounds. Ridden 
by John Sellers, who came in from New 
Jersey especially for the assignment, In- 
dian Maid was an even-money choice while 
notching her sixth victory of the year 
and third in a stakes. She took the Mod- 
esty and Beverly Handicaps at Washing- 
ton Park earlier in the season. 

Honeynob had a 3-length lead after a 
half-mile of the Yo Tambien. Indian Maid, 
winner of the same race last year, was in 
fourth place, and it seemed for an instant 
that she wouldn’t repeat. But then she 
dug in, nailed Honeynob in mid-stretch, 
and won with authority. King Ranch’s La 
Plume (113), J. D. Puckett’s Gert’s Im- 
age (110), and S. I. Crew’s Chance Gauge 
(110). in a close battle for second place, 
finishing in that order. Time for the 614 
furlongs was 1:154. 

In 14 starts this season, Indian Maid 
has run only 2 bad races, finishing a poor 
fourth in the Delaware Handicap and 
eighth in the Arlington Matron. 

“There’s nothing left for her here,” 
said Phil Johnson, her young, articulate 
trainer. “We may run her in the Spinster 
down at Keeneland, but we’d have to sup- 
plement her—and that’s $10,000. She’s 
really good right now. She hits her peak 
in the fall. She never seems too good 
early in the year. If we don’t go in the 
Spinster, we'll take her to Florida and 
point for the Black Helen at Hialeah. 

“Next year will be her last in racing, 
according to Mrs. Keim. She weighs no 
more than 950 pounds, but she’s a strong 
950. She eats everything in sight. Yes, 
I used Butazolidin on her for the first 
time in the Yo Tambien, but it was only 
a half-dose, and more as a precautionary 
measure than anything else. This is a very 
firm track, and I thought she might get 
jarred a bit. I used pads on her feet, too, 
and also on Heroshogala. Heroshogala has 
never had Butazolidin.” 

Of Heroshogala, Johnson added: “He 
might have beat Moon Cloud a little 
more if my horse was on the inside. He 
wanted to lug in, and the jockey (Hino- 
josa) had to keep him straight. But Her- 
oshogala was all out to win; he was 
straight as a string. I’ve got to send him 
out in the Hawthorne Gold Cup now. 
That’s 2 weeks away, and he'll get enough 
of a breather before then. He came out of 
the race perfect. He’s as good as he can 
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Politic and Venturesome 


In a move both politic and venturesome, the Thoroughbred Research Com- 
mittee, at a meeting in New York on September 30, approved a new medication 
rule for consideration of the National Association of State Racing Commissioners’ 
Uniform Rules Committee. 

The new rule, while protective of the status quo, can be as far-reaching as 
the NASRC or the individual racing commissions wish to make it. 


Section 1. No narcotic, stimulant, depressant, or local anesthetic shall be 
administered to a horse which may affect his performance in a specific race. 

Section 2. If the stewards shall find that any medications other than those 
that are from time to time approved by a standing technical committee of the 
National Association of State Racing Commissioners have been administered for 
the purpose of affecting the racing condition of a horse in a specific race, they 
shall take such action as they deem proper under the rules of racing. 


The rule, adopted unanimously by 8 of the 16 committeemen present for the 
vote, will be considered by the Uniform Rules Committee at its 2-day meeting at 
Garden State Park on October 22-23. Voting on the rule, which had been ham- 
mered out in advance by committee counsel David M. Satz Jr., were Clarkson 
Beard, Marshall Cassidy, Dr. David W. Crisman, chairman Neil J. Curry, Walter 
H. Donovan, John A. Manfuso, Dr. Jordan Woodcock, and Satz. 

Section 2 of the rule makes it possible for the NASRC to set up a perman- 
ent “technical committee” to examine medications as they come into use or 
threaten to become troublesome. For example, such a committee of pharmocol- 
ogists could have made a study of the merits of Butazolidin and recommended a 
national policy long before the sport was subjected to the embarrassment of a 


public trial.

It was just such a committee that Clarkson Beard had proposed at the com- 
mittee’s first meeting, in New York on June 10 (The Blood-Horse of June 18, page

as it is now formed. they need not invoke the open-end provision of Section 2. 

The Uniform Rules Committee, therefore, should be able to accept the 
committee’s recommendation without too much difficulty.

get right now, and this kid (Hinojosa) 
seems to fit him for some reason. 

“We'll go down to Tropical Park after 
this meeting, and plans now are to point 
him for the Tropical Park Handicap, 
which is about the middle of January.

OBITUARY 


Walter M. Jeffords 


Walter Morrison Jeffords, 77, one of 
Thoroughbred racing’s most selfless pa- 
trons, died the morning of September 28 
at his home, Hunting Hill, at Glen Riddle, 
Pa. He had been ill since suffering a heart 
attack while confined to a Saratoga 
Springs hospital with pneumonia. 

Mr. Jeffords first became associated 
with Thoroughbred racing about 1918 and 
has been represented by horses of his 
own breeding since the early 1920’s. He 
bred 54 stakes winners, and he and his 
wife bred 5 others. They included such 
outstanding performers as One Count, 
the leading 3-year-old of his year; Pavot, 
which was unbeaten at 2; Kiss Me Kate, 
the leading 3-year-old filly of 1951; and 
4 C. C. A. Oaks winners, Florence Nightin- 
gale, Edith Cavel, Bateau, and Creole 
Maid. 


His breeding program leaned heavily 
on Man o’ War, which was owned by the 
late Samuel D. Riddle, uncle of Mrs. Jef- 
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fords. Sixteen of the 59 stakes winners 
bred by Mr. and Mrs. Jeffords were by 
Man o’ War, and 15 others were out of 
his daughters. 

Mr. Jeffords was eiected to The Jockey 
Club in 1925, and served from 1941 
through 1949 on its board of stewards. 
For several years he was a member of 
the body’s licensing commission. When 
the Grayson Foundation was established in 
1940 Mr. Jeffords gave the organization 
generously of his time and financial sup- 
port. He was elected president of the 
Foundation in 1947, serving in that ca- 
pacity until 1952, and for several years 
later as a director. 

Mr. Jeffords was the guest of honor 
in 1950 at the Thoroughbred Club of 
America’s annual testimonial dinner, and 
in 1952 he received the New York Turf 
Writer’s Association annual award for 
outstanding service to the sport. 

A member of the old Westchester 
Racing Association, which operated Bel- 
mont Park, Mr. Jeffords became a trustee 
of the New York Racing Association, the 
non-dividend corporation which in 1955 
took over all the state’s Thoroughbred 
race tracks. 

Long a collector of racing art, Mr. Jef- 
fords was active in the establishment of 
the National Museum of Racing in 1951. 
He became the museum’s second president 
in 1954, and served in that capacity until 
his death. A substantial measure of the 
museum’s growth and importance to the 
perpetuation of racing history can be 
attributable to Mr. Jefford’s untiring sup- 
port. 

Mr. Jeffords was a member of the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunts Association, 
and campaigned a few steeplechasers. He 
was the former Master of Fox Hounds of 
his private pack, Mr. Jeffords’ Hounds. 
of which his son is now M. F. H. 

Mr. Jeffords was an authority on early 
American silver, a member of the Walpole 
Society (composed of outstanding collect- 
ors), a member of Yale Gallery of Fine 
Arts, and a trustee of the Philadelphia 
Museum of Fine Arts. At the time of his 
death he was a trustee of the Brooklyn In- 
stitute of Arts and Sciences and a director 
of the Lafayette National Bank of 
Brooklyn. 

Born at Philadelphia on August 18, 
1883, Mr. Jeffords received his early edu- 
cation at Lawrenceville School and _at- 
tended Yale University, from which he 
graduated in 1905. For a short time after 
his graduation he was associated with his 
father’s pottery business, then became a 
member of an investment firm. He served 
as vice president of a manufacturing firm, 
but retired to manage the affairs of his 
estate. During World War I, he served 
with the Allied Purchasing Board of the 
Council of National Defense, and in 1918 
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Water M. Jerrorps 


he wes commissioned an ensign in the 
U. S. Naval Reserve Flying Corps. 

Mr. Jefords is survived by his wife. a 
son, Walter M. Jeffords Jr.. and 3 grand- 
children. 


Frank J. Ortell 


Frank J. Ortell, 73-year-old Turf writer 
and handicapper, died of a coronary 
thrombosis on the morning of September 
29 at his home in Queens Village. N. Y. 


Mr. Ortell for many years was the 
handicapper and Turf writer for the New 
York World-Telegram and Sun and a con- 
tributor to The Blood-Horse and other 
publications. He retired from the World- 
Tclegram a few years ago, but continued 
to write occasional articles for racing pub- 
lications on a free-lance basis, and to 
make handicap selections. Mr. Ortell had 
suffered a stroke 3 years ago, but had 
recovered sufficiently to work. On the day 
before his death he had filed his selections 
for the races at Belmont Park with the 
Armstrong publications and the Newark 
Star-Ledger. 

A native of St. Louis, Mo., Mr. Ortell 
as a young man served as a chart caller 
in New York for the late Thomas K. 
Lynch, and in 1913 he joined the Daily 
Racing Form in the same capacity, re- 


maining on its staff until he became em- 
ployed by the World-Telegram. He was 
active in the organization of the New 
York Turf Writer’s Association and served 
as its president for several terms. He was 
a charter member of the Horsemans Mu- 
tual. 

Mr. Ortell is survived by his wife, and 
a daughter, Mrs. John Hastings. 


Hamilton C. Applegate 


Hamilton C. Applegate, 81, died at 
Louisville, Ky., on September 9. An owner 
of Thoroughbreds for many years and a 
former treasurer of Churchill Downs, Mr. 
Applegate was best remembered in racing 
as the owner of the 1914 Kentucky Derby 
winner Old Rosebud. The gelding’s record 
of 2:0325 for the event stood for 17 years, 
until it was broken by Twenty Grand.

Christopher T. Chenery’s 4-year-old 
First Landing, retired from racing, will 
be sent to his owner’s farm, The Meadow, 
at Doswell, Va.. where he will stand in 
1961. Chenery announced that the horse’s 
book was full for next year, at a fee of 
$5,000 for a live foal, but that applications 
for 1962 were being accepted. 

First Landing won 19 races and placed 
11 times in 36 starts over 3 seasons, earn- 
ing $779,577. At 2 he won Belmont Park’s 
Juvenile, Great American, Hopeful, Cham- 
pagne, and Garden State Stakes, and the 
Saratoga Special, and was beaten only by 
Intentionally in the Futurity Stakes. He 
was the top-ranking 2-year-old in all the 
year-end polls, and James E. Kilroe put 
him at the top of the Experimental Free 
Handicap with 128 pounds, 2 pounds more 
than the assignment of *Tomy Lee. 


Last year First Landing won the Ever- 
glades Stakes and finished third in the 
Flamingo Stakes early in the season. He 
was second in The Wood Memorial, won 
a division of the Derby Trial, then finished 
third in the Kentucky Derby. A kidney in- 
fection forced his return to the farm. Late 
in the year he came back to finish second 
in the Roamer Handicap. First Landing 
this year won the Santa Anita Maturity, 
the Laurel Maturity Handicap, and the 
Monmouth Handicap, finished second in 
the San Fernando Stakes and San Antonio.

The 3-year-old Heroshogala, second choice for the 
Charles W. Bidwill Memorial Handicap, by the 
scale was rated equal with Hymient and 3 pounds 
under the favored On-and-On.

He forced the pace of 
Leslie Girl and gained command in the. stretch, 
but Sporty McGee, last through the early stages, 
closed rapidly on the outside to win by a length. 
Fourth choice, Sporty McGee paid $17.80, and 
his time of 1:174% was 3 seconds slower than the 
track record. 

Bred by W. H. Goelitz, for whom he made the 
first 3. starts of his career, Sporty McGee later 
became the property of Harold C. Hoffman, his 
present owner and trainer.

including the daily double, and then only 
if the mutuel pay-off represents winnings 
of $600 or more for each $2 wager. For 
example, under this formula, a Form 1099 
will be required on a $10 daily-double 
wager only if the pay-off is $3,000 or more.’ 
You see, you had said that any pay-off 
of $600 had to be reported. That is not 
correct, sir.” 


We admitted misinterpreting what we 
had read of the IRS ruling, and asked 
Faulconer if he would send us a copy of 
Form 1099. Two days later it was on our 
desk. 

A typical government product. Printed 
in bold type across the top of the form, 
was: U. S. INFORMATION RETURN 
FOR CALENDAR YEAR 1959, and under 
this were 7 designations, indicating the 
type of payment which was being reported 
—salaries, interest, rents and royalties, 
annuities, etc. Beneath this were 2 large 
blocks, one for the full name and home 
address of the person who had received 
the money and the other for the name of 
the person who had paid it. In small 
print was the following notation: “/f payee 
is an employee, show his social security 
account number, if any. If employee is a 
married woman also show name of hus- 
band.” 

However, since reports must be made 
only on “special type pools’ — for exam- 
ple. the daily double — it is unlikely that 
Keeneland will encounter extra 
work. Since the daily double was begun 
there in the spring of 1958, the highest 
pay-off for a $2 ticket was $506.80. on 
April 10, 1958.

Counterpoint 


In 1960 Counterpoint has 21 horses racing, of which 18 have 


won this year — 11 of them in stakes and allowance races. 


Counterpoint has gotten 83°° of his mares in foal when his 
book has been limited.

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Ameche, Bishop, and Sandburg

While Jack Parr was running away from a bull or something on his European 
vacation, comic Joey Bishop was head man on the late TV show competing 
with old Jimmy Cagney-Frank McHugh movies. 

Bishop, who never smiles, had as his guest. Don Ameche. who always smiles. 
and from this visual counterpoint came about the best public relations racing 
has enjoyed on TV since the Swaps-Nashua race. 

Ameche has a racing frame of reference extending long before his Sir Bim 
won the San Felipe Stakes in 1945. In response to questions put him by guests 
Arlene Francis and Carl Sandburg, Ameche presented racing as a most enjoyable 
sport in which he and many distinguished persons have found a great deal of 
pleasure. 

This probably was an entirely new picture of racing for a majority of stay- 
upper televiewers. It was fortunate that racing had as a spokesman on this occa- 
sion a man of intelligence. 

Actually, Ameche had been away from the backside of racing for about 10 
years until 15 months ago, when he started buying some stock with young Tommy 
Gentry, of Lexington. (Ameche bought Sir Bim as a yearling through Tommy’s 
father Olin Gentry, then manager of Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm.) 

Ameche has 2 mares in partnership with young Gentry: stakes winner 
Patty’s Choice, by Shut Out, in foal to Jet Jewel; and Blue Madam, by Revoked, 
in foal to Decathlon. Gentry also picked out another pair of mares which 
Ameche owns: Happiness, by *Blenheim II, dam of Miss Arlette; and Pearly 
Queen, by Errard, a half-sister of Apatontheback. 

Ameche’s present racing stable consists of the 2-year-old colt Dom Perignon, 
which young Gentry picked out for him at last fall’s Keeneland sale for $4,500. 

Bishop confessed that he did not know what a broodmare was; Miss Francis 
blushingly declared they were expectant mothers; Ameche stated that his were 
expectant good mothers, in that he hoped some of their progeny would win stakes. 

Ameche said one of the things he really enjoyed about racing was going 
out to the track to see the horses work early in the morning. Bishop said he did 
not think he would enjoy betting on a horse he couldn’t see finish until 4 or 5 
o'clock the next morning. 

Asked about the origin of his racing silks, Ameche said they were green and 
white vertical stripes. He said he always had been an admirer of Colonel Bradley, 
whose colors were green and white, and he liked the vertical-stripe pattern of the 
Greentree Stable silks. 

Sandburg. Pulitzer Prize poet and Lincoln historian. then made his appear- 
ance. For his age. he is doing better than Fleet Argo. 

Sandburg asked Ameche about artificial insemination among Thoroughbreds, 
a subject which, had it been broached by a less distinguished personage. probably 
would have caused network officials to cut with a newscast. 

Ameche explained The Jockey Club’s ruling and its exception as to capsuling 
a mare immediately after a cover. Sandburg thought the prohibition odd, since 
the practice was common with dairy cattle. Ameche asked about artificial 
insemination of goats, with which Sandburg is familiar. The poet had not 
heard of such a thing with goats, and Bishop, stuck with a topic which seldom 
finds it way onto TV, offered that he had never heard of it either. 

Sandburg then asked Ameche about Bradley’s horses, and Ameche mentioned 
Bimelech (Sir Bim lacked an hour of becoming Bimelech’s first stakes winner; 
Burning Dream preceded him with a victory in the Derby Trial) and *La Troienne, 
ticking off the great mare’s producing record with the ready confidence of a 
hardboot. 

Sandburg spoke of his warm friendship with the late John Hervey, racing’s 
most noted historian. He said that while he was working on the biography of 
Lincoln, Hervey was working on a biography of Man o’ War. 

Ameche then recounted what he considered to be a most exhilerating experi- 
ence, that of seeing Man o° War at Faraway Farm. He described the scene and 
the sense of pleasure he felt in being in the electric presence of a distinguished 
champion. 

Sandburg then switched the conversation to tretting, to a poem he had 
written about the black mare Alix, which he saw set a world trotting record 
(2:03°4) at his home town of Galesburg, Ill. The switch carried back to 1894, 
and the poet discussed the dead-level race track C. W. Williams had built there.

Giants of the Turf 


The Blood-Horse later this month will publish Giants of the Turf, a book by 
Dan M. Bowmar III. Much of the material in the book has appeared in the 
magazine over the past 3 years in the form of serials on James R. Keene, the 
Alexanders, the Belmonts, and the Whitneys. Bowmar has expanded each section 
considerably, and the book contains many photographs not used in the magazine. 

Among the items which came to light while Bowmar was preparing Giants 
of the Turf was an error in the list of breeders of Kentucky Derby winners. 
The Alexanders’ Woodburn Farm has been credited with the breeding of 5 Ken- 
tucky Derby winners. There is no doubt about Woodburn’s first 4 Derby winners, 
but the fifth (His Eminence). according to the record books, actually was bred 


Almost all of Woodburn’s Thoroughbred stock was sold in 1897, but a few 
head were retained until 1898. Volume VIII of the American Stud Book listed A. J. 
Alexander as the breeder of the 1898 and 1899 foals of the mare Patroness, 
dam of His Eminence. In reviewing the 1897 fall sale at Lexington, Bowmar found 
that Patroness, in foal to Falsetto, had been sold to Chenault for $75. In 1898 
Patroness was among the foaling mares reported by Chenault to the Thorough- 
bred Record, and in 1899 Chenault sold her yearling colt, His Eminence. to J. B. 
Lewman for $500. Thus, 5 Kentucky Derby winners were conceived at Woodburn, 
but by the Rules of Racing the Woodford County nursery can claim to have

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Coughing Spoils 
Ascot Meeting 


Lonpon. With more than 2,000 horses 
out of action because of the coughing 
epidemic which has temporarily paralyzed 
Britain’s top training establishments, the 
Ascot September meeting (run at New- 
bury while new stands are being built 
at Ascot) did not live up to its customary 
high standards. 

There were last-minute withdrawals in 
nearly every race, and an all time low 
for the meeting was reached when only 
2 2-year-olds turned out for the Clarence 
House Stakes on the second day. 


The biggest disappointment was, of 
course, the absence of Petite Etoile, which 
had been due to run in the Queen Eliz- 
abeth II Stakes (£5,245) on September 24. 

This race would have been at the mercy 
of the Aga Khan’s filly, which had been 
so narrowly, and possibly unluckily, beat- 
en by Aggressor in the King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot in 
July. 

However, when trainer Noel Murless 
made the rounds of his Warren Place 
stables at Newmarket on the evening be- 
fore the Queen Elizabeth II Stakes, he dis- 
covered that Petite Etoile and others of 
his string had succumbed to the prevailing 
scourge. 

It transpired, too, that his filly was run- 
ning a slight temperature. There must, 
therefore, be some doubt about her being 
able to fulfill her final engagement, the 
Champion Stakes at Newmarket on Oc- 
tober 15. [It was announced late last week 
that Petite Etoile would not race again. ] 


The probability that Petite Etoile would 
be in the field had caused most nomin- 
ators to withdraw their entries at the final 
forfeit stage, so only 4 runners turned 
out for the Clarence House. They were 
Sovereign Path, runner-up in last year’s 
Irish Two Thousand Guineas and the 
winner of one race in 9 starts this season;

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Nerium, a 3-year-old colt whose 2 wins 
from 16 starts had netted less than £1,000; 
Release, a 3-year-old filly which had won 
at Epsom in the spring but which was 
rated 13 pounds behind the best of her age 
in the Cambridgeshire; and the French 
near-classic colt Djebel Traffic. 

It was not surprising, then, to find 
Djebel Traffic a shert-priced favorite in 
such a moderate field. But the French 
colt was never going well at any stage and, 
after a thrilling set-to over the final fur- 
long, Sovereign Path got the better of 
Release by three-quarters of a length, 
with Djebel Traffic 5 lengths away in 
third place. 


Sovereign Path, a gray colt by Grey 
Sovereign out of Mountain Path, by Bob- 
sleigh, had never shown himself to be 
of top class, although he had always run 
well when carrying big weights in handi- 
caps. However, after his Ascot win, this 
colt was sold for no less than £48,000 to 
a syndicate of Irish breeders. 

The 2-year-old races at the meeting 
were, with one exception, a big disappoint- 
ment, and I shall be surprised if we saw 
any colt which will measure up to classic 
standards next year. But the Royal Lodge 
Stakes (£3,218), won by St. Paddy last 
year, produced a filly which may well be 
Britain’s main hope for next year’s Oaks, 
a race which the French have won 6 times 
since the war. 


This was a lovely chestnut filly called 
Beta, which drew away over the final 
furlong of this mile race to beat the use- 
ful colt Dual by a comfortable length, 
with Jock Whitney’s 15,500 guinea *Ribot 
colt Orbit 3 lengths away third. 


Beta, by Alycidon out of Second Barrel, 
by Big Game, was bred by her owner, Lord 
Rosebery. She is trained by Jack Jarvis. 
She had won twice before but had lacked 
the speed to cope with Sweet Solera and 
Ambergris in the 5-furlong Princess Stakes 
at Newmarket in July. 

It is evident that stamina is her strong 
suit, and all of us here are hoping that 
she can provide that popular veteran Jack 
Jarvis with his first success in the Oaks, 
the only classic race he has yet to win.

Oaks Form Reversed 


Paris. The field for the Prix Vermeille, 
for 3-year-old fillies at 114 miles, included 
the first 3 in the Epsom Oaks—Never Too 
Late, Paimpont, and Imberline. But 
Lezghinka (Golden Charger—Fasciola, by 
Fastnet), winner of the Prix de la Nonette 
in her last start, nosed out Marella, and 
Dalama was third. 


Lezghinka’s sire was a very moderate 


runner, winning only 2 small races in 6 
starts at 3. By *Royal Charger—Melody 
Inn, by Wyndham, Golden Charger stands 
in France. Fasciola, dam of Lezghinka, is 
a sister to Fast Fox, a top-class race horse 
and sire of Wallaby II and Javelot. 


The 114-mile Prix du Prince d’Orange, 
a conditioner for the Arc de Triomphe, 
marked the first appearance of Charlottes- 
ville since his victory in the Grand Prix 
de Paris. Only other 3-year-old in the race 
was Esquimau, half-brother to *Midnight 
Sun, which dead-heated in last year’s Arc 
de Triomphe only to be disqualified to 
second place behind Saint Crespin. Char- 
lottesville took the lead easily from Esqui- 
mau in the stretch and went on to win by 
21% lengths. King Size was third. Next 
start for Charlottesville and Esquimau will 
be in the Arc de Triomphe, to be run 
on October 9.
